Billings—Notification has been re- 
ceived from the Federal Aviation 
Administration that $368,281 have 
been allocated under the terms of 
the Airport/Airways Development 
Act of 1970 for a project at Logan 
Field, Billings, to include strengthen- 
ing Runway 9/27 with a 4” asphaltic 
concrete overlay; pave 10’ wide run- 
way shoulders; and install security 
fence. The project to be constructed 
this coming construction season. 


Valier—The Pondera County Air- 
port Commission has submitted a re- 
quest for aid to the Federal Aviation 
Administration, under the terms of 
the Airport/Airways Development 
Act of 1970, for a project to con- 
struct a paved east/west runway 
3,800’ Long by 60’ in width, a taxi- 
way and parking aprons. Valier an- 
ticipates completion of their pro- 
posed project this summer. 


Conrad—The Montana Aeronautics 
Commission met with the Pondera 
County Airport Commission and the 
Pondera County Commissioners to 
discuss the condition of the Conrad 
runway and to explore the possibility 
of creating adequate zoning to pro- 
tect the public investment in the 
Conrad Airport. 


AVCO—Glasgow—A Unicom has 
been installed and is in operation to 
serve the AVCO Glasgow Communi- 
ty Airport (formerly Glasgow Air 
Force Base). Frequency 122.8 MHz. 
The Unicom is being operated on a 
24 hour basis by members of the 
AVCO security force, all duly li- 
censed by the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission. 

The Unicom facility is coupled 
with a beacon light plus runway 
lights on standby to be turned on at 
the request of incoming pilots.

FAA INSPECTORS CORNER

“KEEP YOUR SEAT” 

Two words are being used to a 
greater extent these days in regard 
to aircraft design. Those two words 
are, “Crashworthiness” and “Surviv- 
ability.” 

The words explain themselves in 
that an aircraft frame that is crash- 
worthy will provide the maximum of 
survivable accidents. All too many 
fatalities are happening in aircraft 
that have cabin areas intact but the 
“second” accident or the “people” 
accident results in a fatal injury. 

Safety design involves three fac- 
tors; the container or fuselage, a 
restraint system and the person in- 
side the aircraft, The one factor the 
flying public can do the most about 
is the restraining system, Every air- 
craft owner should consider the in- 
stallation of shoulder harness if his 
airplane does not have them. 

Last year in a dozen spray-plane 
accidents there were few or only 
minor injuries. At least half of the 
pilots survived with no injury be- 
cause of hard hats and shoulder 
harness used with proper seat belts. 

Research has shown the skull can 
withstand 125-150 pounds of pres- 
sure per square inch during impact. 
Seat belts only cause a pivoting ac- 
tion of the body that far exceeds the 
pressure the head can withstand 


Per, e 


upon impact in the instrument panel. 
The human spine can withstand 25 
G's if the force is straight down with 
proper type of seating, but forces 
from a crash are seldom applied in 
straight line vectors. Pilots should 
ask for aircraft control wheels of a 
type that could actually fall on with- 
out wheel failure but the best mea- 
sures are still a total restraint system 
with seat belts and shoulder harness 
attached to the frame of the aircraft.
